I cennot proceed to the кч Sie elu ee of the witness without having 


benseth my eyes a complete transcript of his deposition and without having 
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consulted the delegates of the Danish, Netherlands and Norwegien 
Governments. The Americ^n prosecution is re-dy to counter=cues tion 
the witnees without delay on a certain number of questions. 

I eek you for my part to give me three days for the preparation 
of my file and to have the witness recalled at the end of that 
period, 

I believe I can add that the Counsel of the Gestapo has no objection 
to the postponement. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY; The only element that might interfere with 

the postponement is the question of time. We are short of time and 


thencI-gon't-think there is any guarantee that the witness will be here 


next week. With that in mind, I don't see any objectiong to the request. 


DR. MERKEL; I have no objections to the proposal. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Does any one want to question the witness 
further? Commander Harris, do you want to question the witness further? 

COMMANDER HARRIS; This witness is still on direct examination. 
BY DR. MERKEL; 

Q What were the duties, goals and activities of the Befehlshaber 
of the Security Police in Holland and Norway? In order to make it 
short, you can state that the duties, ections anê goals of this orgen- 
ization was about the same as they were in Denmark, which has been 
already described. 

A Itw 8 to keep up law and order and to secure law and order and 
also to guard the German army and German interests. 


Q Was there also a Befehlshaber or commander of the Order Police 
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in Holland and Norway? 

A Yes, 

What were his duties? 


It was his duty to take care of the interests of the Ordinary 


Under whose jurisdiction was the higher SS police leader in 

Holland and Norway and what were his duties? 

A He was directly under the Reichsfuehrer SS and Reichskommissar. 
It was his duty to combine all police questions. 

Q Did the military command in Holland and Norway have any juris- 
diction to give orders to the Gestapo in Holland and Norway?

A In cese of merehall law being declared when these areas became 


areas of operation, yes. In order to prevent that the Reichskommissar

in Holland and Norway created whet was called the civilian 7 He law, 
which gave them the power, 

Q I have only a few specific questions concerning Holland. Was 
there an order of the Reichsstedthalter in Hollend, which forbade the arrest 
of Netherland citizens by German volice officers and how long was that 
law in effect? 

A After the march into Holland people that had been found by the 
army were arrested. When the Security Police moved in the Reichse 
kommissar announced that only with his approval could persons be arrested. 
At that time there was hardly a basis to arrest anyone. I left Holland in 


September of 1940 and I believe that this law was rescinded in November of 
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that seme year and the first resistance movement became apparent. 

Q Were the Security Police forces in Holland smaller than before? 

A Yes, there was an order of Heydrich, which he gave while personally 
Holland ir September of 1940 because they did not figure on any kind 
riots, 

Q What was the opinion of the Security Police concerning this 

matter? 

A The Security Police believed that this belief of no trouble 
would be found to be wrong within а short time. During this reduction 
of forces in Holland, the commanders of the Security police were recalled 
and liaison officers or outside branches created, 

Q Were any hos tages shot in Holland? 

А I know from my later activities in Berlin either in 1942 or 

1943 hosteges were shot. This request was made from the army and the 
Reichskommissar Security Police Office. Berlin protested against this 
shooting of hostages and we reported in that manner to the Fuehrer!s 
headquarters. 

Q After the intervention were no more hostages shot later on? 

A I suppose that due to these protests no hostsges were shot, 

Q Were the shootings themselves carried out by the Security Police? 

A I cannot say,

Q Why end when was civilian ite? law declared in Holland? 
A 


This marzimi lew was created in Amsterdam and Rotterdam because 


of attacks on German police, 
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Were there any concentration camps in Holland? 

As far as I know there was a concentration camp at Hertogenbosch, 
Under whose administration was this concentration camp? 

The inspector of the Concentration camp at Orsnionburg, 

Was thet the office of the Security Police? 

No, 

Under whose command was this office? 

The SS = И.Т. Е, 

Was that in other words an organization of the SS? 

Yes. 

Q How did the deportation of the Jews in Holland start? How 
was it? 

A I cannot say enything about this, because the only thing I heard 
about this deportation was from the monthly reports. 

Q Do you know anything about the confiscation of Jewish property 
by the Security Police? 

A I cannot give you any information concerning that from my own 
knowledge. 

Q Were there any sharp interrogations? 

A It was necessary to receive the О.К. for the approval of such 
interrogations from the chief of Amt. 4. I know there were fonr or 
five during my time, since after they had been approved and taken care 
of, these reports were placed in my safe. After this right of approval 


was directed to the Befehlshaber, I do kat know what: happemed after thet, 
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Q On Page 2327 of the German transcript is the following: "A 


prisoner a priest who was beaten to death with a rubber hose" that 
is concerning Holland. Do you know anything concerning this? 

A Т @ennot say anything concerning this from my own experience, but 
I don't consider it possible, because this wase would have had to be re ported 
to Berlin, 

Q On Page 3519 of the German transcript, it reads that all the Nether- 
land Jews, who were caught by the Germans, were put in the Concentration 
Camp Westerborg and devorted slowly from that camp to Poland. What do 
you know 2bout that? 

À All of these matters were tsken care of by the special commission, 
Eichmann. He never informed us of any of his work. The only thing I 
know about the deportation wes what I learned about the elready completed 
deportations in the monthly reports, 

Q On Page 3615 of the German Transcript, it states that summary 
court powers were given to the police officers direct by the Reichsstadt- 
halter? Was the security police connected in any way with this matter? 

A І cannot give you any information concerning this. Either I 
forgot about it, or it was given out efter I left Berlin. 

Q How were the laborers selected within Holland for Germany? 

A That was teken care of through the Labor Einstz administration 
or the Labor Usage administration. 

Q Was that an office of the Security Police? 


A No, 


4 Under whose jurisdiction was it? 
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A The Reichs Ministry of Labor, in other words the Reichskommissar 
for Labor Sauckel, 

Q Were any persons who refused to work arrested by the Security Police 
in Holland? 

A As long as I was in Holland this was forbidden and when I wes in 
Berlin I never heard that this order was rescinded, 

Q Only a few more questions concerning Norway. In the Document UF 79 
‚= RF 218, the following is mentioned on page 21, "Reichskommissar Terboven was 
directly under the jurisdiction of Hitler and received his orders and direct- 
ives from him." Is that correct? 

A Yes, 

Q These police were under the command of the І.А.5.Н.А. in Berlin, but 
also received orders from Terboven and the matter created qi te a bit of 
friction? 

A I can only describe these relations as follows: The RSHA in Berlin 
could give orders to the Security Police insofar as these orders were not 


in opposition to the orders given by the Reichskommissar, since the Reichs- 


kommisar was directly under the jurisdiction of Hitler and the other officers 


could not give him any sort of a directive, If the RSHA wanted to remove 

or recall any order of Terboven, the only way this could be done was by the 
direct order of Hitler, The only other possibility was when the Reichsfuehrer 
SS, either through a direct letter or conversation, attempted to change the 
mind of the Reichskommissar, however, this was usually very hard since 


Terboven was a very stubborn person. 
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Q Did the Gestapo have the possibility in Norway not to carry 
out the orders of Terboven? 

A It wes practically impossible. The only possibility was for 
the Security Office in Norway to inform the RSHA and then the Reichs- 
fuehrer SS would attempt to bring about a change of directives, 

Q I present to you Document PS 8704 - 7281, it is a report of 

yards, 
Terboven to Hitler concerning sabotage acts in Oslo ship/xwxrüxr 
11-1 He states: "According to the opinion of Himmler and Kaltenbrunner 
any kind of counter terror would not bring the desired result." What 
can be said for the policy of the Security Police? 

A The Gestapo, due to technical reasons, did not approve of the 
counter terror and only saw bad influence or bad results for German 
interests, 

Q Is it correct that some of the measures of the Norwegian 
Government made it necessary for the Security Police to intervene and 
бо you know of any specific details? 

A In Norway, due to the activities of some National Socialistic groups 


the Government brought about me-sures which only made the situation 


worse. For instance the National Socialistic Government forced the 


Norway teachers to join a teecher's association. During this measure, 


Terboven ordered the now famous "deportation of teachers" to Northern 
Norway. That brought about a partial use of the Security Police, The 
same thing was the problem in the Norway Johrt quarrels. 

Q Is it true that the Gestapo tried to prevent some of the orders 


of Terboven due to regular police policies and ideas? 
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A I suppose you mean the Gestapo? 
Q Yes. 

A From the time I was in Berlin - 1940 to 1943 - we, of the 
RSHA in Berlin attempted to stop end slow down the shooting of hostages 
in Norway and at times it was possible to stop the shooting of hostages 
through the efforts of the Fuehrer.Through the activities and political 
influence of Terboven it was never possible to bring about a final 
solution, 

Q Did the Gestapo ever request that Terboven be recalled from 


Norway and why? 


A Due to the policy of Türboven the resistance movement became more 


and more evidence and due to that we combined all the information and 
^ 


facts we had about Terboven and that was sent to the Reichsfuehrer SS. 
We requested that Tarboven be recalled. In this report, we not only 
gave his personal impossible actions, but also his political decrees which 
were against German interests, The entire material was presented to Amt. 
3 and I believe they sent it to the Reichsfuehrer SS. The SD in this 
case supported entirely the request of the Gestapo, 

5 = was done in Norway concerning the orders of T&rboven to 
burn down entire villages in Norway? 

A We also requested in continues reports to the Fuehrer's head- 
quarters that these measures be stopped, 


8 Did you have any results? 


A I believe yes, 


Q Did the Gestapo bring any Norweg&n prisoners to Germany in order 
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to take them out of the jurisdiction of Terboven? 

A I remember three cases, the Police President of Oslo, a judge 
by the name of York and one third case. Since the Gestapo considered 
it unnecessary that these people were arrested and since Terboven refused 
to set these people free, the Gestapo took these prisoners to Germany and 
there freed them, 

Q In what way were mistreatments of prisoners become known in the 
headquarters of the RSHA in Berlin? 

A Through the Norwegan white book in London, 

Q What wes then done by the Gestapo? 

A The matters were investigated by Amt. 4. It wes found out that 
the person responsible for this was e certain criminal officer by the 
neme of Fehmer, who found a personal aid in Terboven. Amt. 4 requested 
from Amt. 1 that Fehmer be recalled and disciplined. I don't know what 
happened later on, as I was transferred. 

Q On page 458 of the German transcript is a statement by the 


witness, Cappelen, who has been heard before this Tribunal and he 


stated that he was mistreated severly by a criminal commissar, Fehmer, Is 


that the same Fehmer about whom you are talking and what was done to prevent 
a reoccurance of these matters? 

A I believe that this case têo was written up in the White Book and 
I can add nothing to whet I have already said, 

Q Was it among the goals, activities and duties of the Gestapo to 
carry out such mistreatments? 


A I can only say here the same thing I said concerning Denmark, 
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Q In other words? 

A І cen only say that with the exception of the known decrees 
concerning the hard interrogations that all other mistreatments were 
legal and were punishable, 

Q Is it true that an expert of Amt. 3 travelled through Norway 
on an official trip and what was the reaction of Terboven when he heard 
of this trip? 

A A Proffessor Frankenberg of Amt. 3 was ordered to leave Norway 
upon the order of Terboven, who did not like his presence in Norway and 
he was even threatened with arrest. 

Q Who was responsible for the deportation of Jews in Norway? 

A Also a measure of the staff of Eichmann. 

Q Do you know who ordered and carried out the confiscation of 
Jewish property in Norway? 

A I do not know anything from my own knowledge. 

Q Was the confiscation of radios ordered in Norway and by whom? 

А Terboven ordered the confiscation of radios, Тһе protests of 
the RSHA were without results concerning this measure, but it was 
possible to prevent such orders as the confiscation of radios in other 
countries where they had radios, 

Q What Amt. of the RSHA was connected with this? 

A Amt. 4, 

Q In the same document already mentioned, UK 794, F 233, dated 


July 20, 194’, several prisoners were taken out of the concentration 


camp at Gvini and were shot without trial. The reason for the shooting 
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is still unknown, however, considering the date, it is possible that the 
Gestapo had ordered the shooting аз a revenze measure because of the 
attack on Hitler's life? 

A I was not in Berlin anymore and therefore cannot give you any in- 
formation. 

Q Who was responsible for the labor service in Norway? 

A The Labor office was under the Reichskommissar for Labor Recrui tment 
Sauchel, 

4 On Page 33 of the same Document, it states that the orders concerning 
the confiscation of property end finances mainly hit the persons that fled 
from Norway in order to escape Җи «arrest by the Gestapo? 

A І can remember regularly such an order was given out by Terboven. 

Q Now, the lest point. Thet is the arrest and treatment of the high 
Government political officers of France by the Gestapo. What persons do you 
know about, 


A Concerning this, I mention: Weygand, Gamelin, Prime Minister Reneaux, 


Leon Blum, Daladier, the chief of the General Secretarial of the French 
Unions Leon Jouhayd plus seventy other Generals and high Government officers, 
Q Under whose order did this deportation start and how was it carried 
out? 
A The arrest and deportation was carried out on the orders of the 
Reichsfuehrer evidently in connection with the Foreign Minister, The RSHA 


did not have any previous knowledge, 
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Q What was the point of view of the Gestapo concerning this 
problem? 

A First of all Minister Reneaux and Minister Mandel, whom I forgot 
to mention before, on orders of the Reichsminister were ordered to be kept 
in prison cells. The Gestapo contacted the BDS in France and they were 
also of the opinion that these men should not be housed in prison cells, 
After a long discussion, it was possible to convince the Reichsfuehrer 
to order a better place of detainment. Prime Minister Reneaux first came 
to a little billet in Oranionberg and then to Castle Itter, Minister Mandel 
апа Prime Minister Blum were kept in a village within the village of 
ықы pesi all the other French officers were kept at Castle Itter. 
They were all kept in a position and conditions equal to the respect of 
their positions, 

The seventy French Genersls and high Government officials were sent 
to Hotel Forrelle near Innsbruck. They received additional food allowance 
as well as certain advantages and had no restricted package and meil 
service. Prime Minister nid M nd Secretary Jouhau were permitted to 
keep their se&retary s with them £XXEXXf£ZXER while they were in confinement 
so that they could keep up their work. Prime Minister Blum was permitted 
to marry during his confinement and 7” permitted to live with him, An 
General "Пейвмйбе was sent to Castle Gerlitz in Mecklenburg and later on 
his wife was permitted to live with him. The entire castle and park were 


free to him. 


Q Who solely was responsible for these measures concerning the High 
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Government officials? 


A Amt. 4, 


Q I have no further questions. 


DR. GAWLIK; I have a few questions, 

BY DR. GAWLIK; 

Q What were the activities, goals and duties of the SD ofAnt, 
3 and 6 in Holland,Norway and Denmark? 

A They were required to carry out the duties of the functional 
order, 

Q Did the SD offices 3 and 6 in Holland, Denmark and Norway have 
any executive powers whatever? 

A No. 

Q You spoke of prisoners of the Security Police in Denmark, Under 
whose jurisdiction were these prisoners - the Security Police or the SD, 


A It was only a matter of the Police. 
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Q I present to you document 526-PS, US-502, which concerns the actions and 
happenings in the Tortefjord. Іп this it says that the Fuehrer order was carried 
out by the SD, Could you tell me what is understood under SD? 


A Since this concerns executive measures, it is ишийня without a doubt the 


security police which is being referred to since the Wehrmact or Army very often 


did confuse the 2 units. 

Q I present to you now document D-649, GB-208, concerning a judgment in Norway 
and among otherk things, it mentions an SimmxxkuxxfuxR Cbersturmbannfuehrer Blomberg 
of the SD. In this document it is stated that the SB was handling all captured 
enemy commandos, that the SD kept them and that they were shot later by the 58. 

A Obersturmbannfuehrer XXxxkmxiÉyxx Blomberg, if I remember correctly was 
commander of the SD and Security Police in Bergen. 1 don't know the Mother namê 
and therefore 1 do not know whether it concerns men of the SD or the Security Police.

DR. GAWLIK: I have no further questions, 
CROSS - EXAMINATION 
CMDR. 
BY LT. SR. HARRIS: 

Q When were you born? 

A On U, February 1912. 

And what was your occupation before you entered the Security Police? 

A - I had canpleted my studies as a judicial researcher and then attempted to 
attain the post as a judge in various official circles, then was accppted by the 
Security Police. 

Q What were the requirements of being appointed as a judge from the standpoint 


of Party x££kXxX affiliations, if any? 
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A You didmmkx not need any political background ata all. All you needed was 


your examination as a judge. The same was necessary in order to achieve the position 


of a higher administrative official in the Security Police. I attempted to get a job 
with the post office, the justice department, or the police department, and the 
requirements were the same at eachx place. 

с Did you join the Party before or at the same time or mx after you got a job 
with the Security rolice? 

A І already stated that on 1 December 1932 1 entered the Party as a student. 

You testified that you were, from 1940 to September 1943, in the main office 
of theX Reich Security Haupt Amt, is that right? 

А Тез. 

Q And of what department? 

I had group 1V-D-A. 

Were you in charge of that section? 

Yes. 

Сап you explain how іш it is that in the division of the work of Amt V1-4, 
as of 1 January 1943, SS Major Baetz was ces chief x of that section? 

А Ki was the successor of Baetz. 1 believe that from September 1940 to 
February 1941, both of us worked in that office in order for me to get acquainted 
with it, and after that, 1 took over alone. A special job was created for legierungsrat 
Baetz, wherein he was supposed to take care of all matters concerning the foreign 
workers in Germany. 

Q You were head of that office only after February, 1941, is that right: 

Yes, that's correct. 
Now, returning to the situation in Norway for a moment. What were the 


criminal actions that ''erboven ordered the Gestapo to carry out in Norway that 
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caused you to submit a report to Amt 111. 
A 1 was in Berlin and here Bormann could not get me any orders. 
Lr. CMDR. HAttts: Interpreter, you must have made а жж mistake. 
Мс uma it: What was the question again, L didn't get it. 
BY LT. CMDR. HARRIS: 

Q I believe you testified that the Cestapo in Berlin submitted a report to 
Amt III concerning the criminal actions to Terboven., 

A It was, Ғігӛ of all,concerned with his personal activities and background 
which created quite a bit of a sensation in Norway. We considered it a bad influence 
on German interests and security. Because of some sabotage acts, he ordered the 
shooting of hostages and the burning of an entire town Ke through a commando raid. 
Another order -- 1 don't know whether or not this was carried out -- was to have all 
the ski huts burnt because they served as shelter for enemy agents. 

Q Не ordered the Gestapo in Norway to carry out these criminal acts, is that 


right: 


А Yes, he forced the Gestapo to carry out measures which the Gestapo, их as а 


unit, considered wrong. 
You say that one of the things that he ordered the Gestapo to do was to 
burn down houses and buildings, is that right? 

A In regard to this 1 can only say that he ordered it. Whether or not it was 
carried out by the Gestapo, the Order Police, or the Army, + don't know. We were 
only afraid that through these measures, an increased resistance movement would be 
created, especially since in this part of Mmm Norway, Qood was a very scarce item 
and it hit the population quite hard. 


Q Of course you recognize that the burning of these houses in this indiscrimiate 


xizr fashion was criminal, didn't you? 
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A I did not say that і considered it a criminal act. 1 only said that I 
considered it wrong. 1 didn't give a judgment otherwise. 1 
Q Another thing that he did was to order Norwegian murders as a matter of 
reprisal, didn't he? 
i stated that he had ordered the shooting of Norwegians as a counter measure, 
but 1 didn't give any judgment. 
But without regard as to whether the persons murdered were actually the 
ones who committed the acts of sabotage. 
йе were ши of the standpoint, basically, that only the persons who could 
be proved to be guilty should be shot since we considered the shooting of hostages 
harmful to our reputation. мау 1 answer this more explicity* 
Q dust answer the question -- you havexm not иж answered the xk question yet. 
if 1 may put this question together, you asked me mamxeatiy whether ormmk 


not basically 1 considered this shooting as criminal, is that correct? 


Q No, 1 don't think зә. rerhaps it ehould he read back to you. 


(German stenographer mex reads question.) 

A ihat is correct, and that is what we were fighting against. 

Q And another thing that you opposed was the deporting of шиший people from 
their homes into concentration camps without regard for their personal criminal 
responsibility? 

A That's correct. 

Another thing was the killing of hostages’ 

Yes. 

And was torture included in those scam things which you objected to? 
Yes, because we considered only that in the scope of the so-called 


Verschaerfte Vernehmung, these officers were allowed to act... 
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Q To the extent that the Gestapo carried out these things in Norway, they did 
at the order of Terboven:

You say this report was presented by Amt III to Himmler. Was the report given 
other departmenb or official of thegxs government?

Now, you said that you were opposed to this terrorism carried out in Norway. 
Do you mean that you, as Хихім an individual, were the one opposed? 

No, 1 personally did not have any executive or important desisions. By that 
1 mean that it was opposed to by the Chief of the Ami IV, who signed all these 
reports himself. 

Do you mean Boehmer? 

No, Gruppenfuehrer Mueller. 

And Mueller signed this report at your request?

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Q In addition to these terroristic acts which ssoxxxxumXxwuy the Gestapo had 
been ordered to perform in Norway, there was a further difference between Mueller 
and Terboven, wasn't there’ 

x А I don't know what you mean by that question. 

Q As a matter of fact, Mueller was incensed at Terboven for giving orders to 
the Gestapo which he felt should come from him? 

A It was the ыны unhappy mxganizkXxex organization of the x$ police in all the 
Nestern occupied countries since they hever were under an individual command, уһегеаз 
the Reichscommissar, the nigher SS and rolice Leaders, and also the Army were жядхнхіп 
able to give orders.

That was done at a time when you and Mildner were the only rolice represen- 
for the Security Police in Denmark:

And that was done on the orders of the Amt D in the RSHA? 
Yes, 
And you m and he carried out thee orders? 
Yes. 
Now, the action against the Jews was carried out in September also? 
I believe so. 
And at that time, you and Mildner were still the only police security
